BASEBALL 

The Advocate, published once weekly, 
has difficulty in keeping up with with the 
record of a ball team that plays from five 
to seven games in a like period, and de¬ 
tails of each are impossible. However, 
the chief eyent in baseball of the period 
as it interests Vulcan and vicinity was 
the defeat 61 Stavelv by Vulcan at Clares- 
liolm on Wednesday. 

The team went down to Carmanguy on 
Thursday last, and pulled oil a win the 
day following their defeat of Stavelv and 
Champion at the Champion tournament, 
a real feat and a grand victory, which re¬ 
ceived tlie place of prominence which it 
merited in the last issue. 

But the reverse that concerned us most 
came on Friday- night, when Stavelv 
came over, and in a league game, on our 
own lot and right before a highly ex 
pectant audience of our own people, and 
the fans from all around, the largest for 
an evening event in several seasons, gave 
the locals a decisive trimming. The score 
was seven to two, and the game hardly 
looked as good for us as the score. But 
such is baseball. Busby did the hurling 
for Vulcan, worked lyard and went well, 
striking out more men than the opposing 
pitcher, fielded fine, hit good, and liis 
performance made him tlie most con- 
picuous man in the game, but his gen¬ 
eral support was very faulty, and this 
tells the tale of the loss of a-game that 
all so much wanted to win. Our old 
friend Slim Haynes operated for Stavelv, 
and lie was hacked by his hunch in fine 
fortii. 

Tlie team then went on tour for two 
or three days. Saturday they played a 
double header with the Cubs at Leth¬ 
bridge, and in these games a rather un¬ 
usual result was recorded, that of being 
two ties the first ten to ten and tlie other 
seven to seven. The city paper did not 
describe the games as being of the class 
to enthuse the critics. However, coil-' 
sidering the fatigue of the visitors, they 
made a good showing against the best in 
Lethbridge and their league, and Vulcan 
bojis will bet oil themselves when next 
they play the Cubs, and that will he at 
Vulcan at a near date. 

Then the boys took train in the middle 
of the night for Fernie. This did not 
improve their condition, and in an hour 
or two after arrival they went against 
the Brewery Trophy champions, all fixed 
up to repel any attack that may he made 
upotl their championship record wjiicli 
they have maintained for years, and 
with everything in their favor, the de¬ 
fenders put over s real defeat on the in¬ 
vaders, the score being eighteen to one. 
Just tlie same, Vulcan lias n mighty good 
hall team and will yet give Fernie some 
argument for the brewery mug, and it is 
likely that Fernie will play in Vulcan. 

The game at Claresholin oil Wednes- 
against the league leaders, was a feature 
of the tournament in which all three 
league teams paricipated. Although only 
exhibition games they were productive of 
high-class ball. The first game between 
Champion and Stavelv resulted in a win 
for the latter by a five to two score. The 
final game started with the appearance 
of being closely contested. Vulcan op¬ 
ened the scoring in the first inning when 
with two down and two on, Buck Lap]) 
connected with the sphere for a circuit 
drive, bringing in three runs. Stavelv 
retaliated with two runs in their half, 
hut from then on were unable to score 
till the ninth when their belated rally 
produced their other run. Vulcan scored 
twice in the second, third and sixth in¬ 
nings making the total score nine to 
three. The game marked the appearance 
of Miclrael Hanley, our new pitcher, who 
pitched nice hall with a change of pace 
that baffled the Stavelv hitters. 

The game which was to have been 
played at Stavely on Wednesday has 
been postponed till a later date, this be¬ 
ing necessary in order to allow -the two 
teams to compete in tlia Claresholm 
tournament.

Fire of uncertain origin completely 
wiped out the main exhibition building 
at the Lethbridge Fair Grounds on 
Friday evening the 19th inst, in one 
of the most spectacular fires in the 
history of the city. The building was 
valued at $50,000 with insurance of 
$25,000. 

During tlie week ending May 29 
there were 3,030 head of cattle export¬ 
ed to the United Kingdom. This 
brings the total exports for this yoai 
to 29,635 head, compared with 24,66 
fhr the corresponding period il^l92l 
and 22,166 head for the correspondin' 
period in 1923. 

Captain Otto Sverdrup, Norwegian 
explorer, in an interview published 
here, sympathizes with Amundsen’.- 
disappointment at his failure to reach 
the pole, but declares that “as a sport¬ 
ing' performance the journey was 
unique.’’ He is not enamored over 
the feat of flying to the North Pole, 
which he says is evidently more diffi¬ 
cult to reach than the South Pole, and 
still believes the best way to get there 
is with dogs and sledges. “If people 
will try to fly there, they will have to 
gain greater experiences than they 
possess now.” Dr. Skaatum, presi¬ 
dent of the Geographical Society, be¬ 
lieves Amundsen’s soundings confirm 
Dr. Fridtjof Nansen’s view that there 
ja no land at the pole.

WHAT PRICE OF WHEAT 


What will be the price of wheat 
this fall That is a question every 
farmer and every business man is 
asking these days. With the 1925 
crop in the making and the outlook 
at the present time the very best, the 
question of price is uppermost. John 
Gillespie, head of the grain firm, of 
that name, who has just returned to 
the province from Fort William, 
states that, should there be any re¬ 
duction in the present conditions in 
the prairie provinces he would not be 
et all surprised if the price here went 
to $2 for the new crop. At the pres¬ 
ent time October wheat is hovering 
around $1.30. The new crop in the 
States will be small, the smallest in 
15 years, and much of it will likely be 
held by. the farmers for rising prices. 
Altogether the outlook is rosy for a 
price in the vicinity of $1.50 when 
Alberta’s new crop goes on the mar¬ 
ket unless world conditions change 
very greatly in the meantime. 


AULD LANG SYNE 


The Telescope does not like the 
Walkerton people mussing up the old 
Scotch song, Auld Lapg Syne, and it 
desires to set them right. The 
words,” it says, “are familiar to most 
people, even those who have to *ho- 
ho-hum” through our national hymn, 
‘O Canada.’ But justice is not done 
to Auld Lang Syne for with the strik¬ 
ing of the first note half the company 
start joining hands and prepare to 
pump their way through the whole 
song, while others feeling that this is 
not just according to Hoyle, hold back 
at first and grasp hand at various 
stages of the song. The cue for join¬ 
ing hands if, of course, the words: 
“Then here’s a hand, my trutsy friend’ 
and when carried through in a spon¬ 
taneous manner it adds to the spirit 
of this fine old song. Try and remem¬ 
ber this next time and Auld Lang 
Syne will go a whole lot better.’’ 


MORTGAGE AND LOAN COY’S 


Although there was .some improve¬ 
ment in the payments of interest in 
Western Canada during 1924 as re¬ 
flected in the statements of the loan 
and trust companies recently review¬ 
ed in detail in The Financial Post, the 
year for the companies generally 
showed little change as compared with 
other recent years since the deflation 
in the agricultural industry in Cana¬ 
da and only 71 out of 87 paid their 
dividends and 5 of these did not earn 
them. Not only have these companies 
which have played such an important 
part in the farming developments and 
the upbuilding of homes throughout 
^the country, suffered contracting earn¬ 
ings as the result of the lower prices 
for farm products and the small prof¬ 
its of the farmers hut they have had 
to contend with paternalistic legisla¬ 
tion which has seriously undermined 
mortgage security and made it diffi¬ 
cult to collect from those who would 
evade as well as those who could not 
pay;this especially refers to the West¬ 
ern provinces and to Alberta, where 
there are about a dozen prior liens to 
the first mortgage, in particular. With 
a continuation of present prices for 
wheat and other farm products and 
with good crops this year, tfie mort¬ 
gage companies should benefit mater¬ 
ially but there are still the'legislative 
handicaps to contend with and heavy 
taxes to pay which makes it difficult 
t<J make collections and discourage the 
employment of capital in new loans— 
Financial Post 


Word has been received that Field 
Marshall Earl Haig will visit Alberta 
during his tour of Canada in July. It 
is also expected that Ramsay McDon¬ 
ald and Hon. Arthur Henderson, prom¬ 
inent British labor leaders, may visit 
the province this year. 


COAL SHIPMENT CANCELLED 


Confirmation has been received by 
the Alberta Government of the dis¬ 
patch from Ottawa published on 
Thursday to the effect that the Cana¬ 
dian National Railway had seen fit, in 
view of the pending freight rates in¬ 
vestigation, to withdraw its arrange¬ 
ment for the trial shipment of 25,000 
tons of Alberta coal to the Ontario 
market. The confirmation was re¬ 
ceived in a telegram from Premier 
Greenfield to acting Premier Hoadley 
on Thursday. Mr. Hoadley has asked 
Mr. Greenfield to send forward the de¬ 
tails of Sir Henry Thornton’s letter 
to the Premier setting forth the reas¬ 
on for the action of his company. Nat¬ 
urally the announcement was received 
with surprise and regret by the Alber¬ 
ta Government officials, since it prac¬ 
tically sets at naught the three years 
of effort the government has put forth 
to bring this trial shipment about. 
Keen regret was expressed by govern¬ 
ment members, not only on account of 
the cancellation of business which 
would have given work to the idle coal 
mines in certain districts, but also on 
account of the many people in Ontario 
who had been interested in the trial 
shipment, and who were looking for¬ 
ward to receiving the coal. Members 
of the government expressed the view 
that the test shipment should have 
been permitted to be made - ,” since it 
would have established the cost of 
hauling coal under the conditions pre¬ 
scribed and would thus have been of 
considerable advantage in the investi¬ 
gation into the general freight ratp 
strucfiire. They therefore regret the 
action of the railway company in can¬ 
celling the arrangements. The mem¬ 
bers of the government also feel that 
had there been no delay earlier in the 
season due to the indecision of the 
Ottawa Government as to how the 
money voted for the trial shipment 
some weeks ago, the test freight rate 
established, and the question settled 
one way or another. 


It will come with ”a shock to many 
of our good citizens, who are in the 
habit of going over the border and 
smuggling back goods, to learn that 
an amendment to the Customs Act, 
which has received .second reading 
makes smuggling of dutiable goods of 
a value under $200 an indictable of- 
]£»nse, punishable by imprisonment for 
fone year, without the option of a fine, 
and for goods valued at $200 and over 
imprisonment from one to .seven years. 


ADVANTAGES GREATER 


Comparative figures show that 38 
per cent of the farms occupied in the 
United States are farmed by tenants, 
and only 8 per cent rented in Canada. 

The Canadian advantage is much 
more striking when the three prairie 
provinces, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, the largest grain grow¬ 
ing area in the world, where yet there 
are millions of acres awaiting settle¬ 
ment are compared with these sections 
of the United States of similar gener¬ 
al conditions and production. The av¬ 
erage price of occupied farm lands in 
Manitoba including both improved and 
unimproved, together with dwelling 
house and buildings, is $28 »nd in Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta $24. Against 
these prices are the following compar¬ 
ative figures per acre in various states 
according to the last United States 
Census of Agriculture. 

Ohio $113.18; Indiana $125.96; Il¬ 
linois $187.59; Michigan $75.48; Wis¬ 
consin $98.78; Minnesota $109.23;Iowa 
$227.09; Missouri $88.08; N. Dakota 
$41.10; S. Dakota $71.40;-^Nebraska 
$87.91; Kansas $63.30; Montana $22.15 
Idaho $69.43; Colorado $36.50; Utah 
$48.26; Nevada $28.11. 

According to findings of the United 
States Tariff Commission in 1923, the 
Canadian farmers can produce a bush- 
ei of wheat for 4<Jc less than the 
American farmer, principally because 
Canadian wheat lands are cheaper, the 
average yield per acre higher, and cost 
of transportation to markets lower. 


BEGINNINGS OF THE MOVIES 


Our ancestors may not have had the 
movies, but they tried to, and the re¬ 
sults of their efforts were certainly 
curious, as told in Light (Cleveland) 
by Carl. W. Maedje. Five thousand 
years ago, in China, characters were 
made to dance weirdly about on a 
parchment screen by moving queer fig¬ 
ures cut from buffalo hide before the 
light of a dingy oil lamp. In Egypt 
of the same epoch, moving pictures 
were thrown on a smooth white wall 
in a darkened room by polished steel 
mirrors that reflected a shaft of sun¬ 
light—the camera obscura effect. Not 
much progress beyond that till 1610 of 
our era, when Walgenstenius invented 
the optical lantern at the Jesuit Col-, 
lege, Rome. Then another interval* 
till the invention of the oxy-calcium 
light early in the nineteenth century. 
All these inventions, Mr. Maedje tells 
us, contributed much to the “projec¬ 
tion phase" relating to the movta,” -

berta'Legislature, occurred last week. 
Mr. Johnston was one of the most 
popular members of the house. A 
bye-election to fill the vacancy caused 
by his death will be held within the 
time specified by the new election act. 


Word has been received that the 
American Agricultural Editors Associ¬ 
ation, including representatives of 100 
of the largest farm journals in the 
United States, will visit Alberta in 
September, and will spend a day at 
Edmonton, and also visit other points 
in the province. This party repre¬ 
sents journals with a combined circu¬ 
lation of more than eight million cop¬ 
ies. 


This is the farmers chance to im¬ 
prove the price of livestock, dairy and 
pcfultry and eggs by organization of 
pools to cover each one. The world 
over is asking for pools and co-opera¬ 
tive marketing, for when these pools 
are formed then and only then will a 
solution be found for the question of 
prices. The wool men formed a pool 
and were able to improve prices; man¬ 
ufacturers do the same, but farmers 
have only started, and "now that we 
are started, let us keep going.”

The Ontario Wholesale Grocerers to 
the number of thirty, are forming a

A feature of the hog trade for the 
first four months of 1925 was the 
heavy export of live hogs to the Unit¬ 
ed States market.

Of this quantity 24,000,000 
bushels were wheat. 

Cattle exports' from Montreal for 
the month of May this year were well 
over 7,000, and increase of 2, 000 ov¬ 
er the same month last year. The last 
two weeks in May saw exceptionally 
heavy cargoes leaving port at frequent- 
intervals. 


MARKETREP0RT 

(From the Market Examiner) 

Beef—Prices on the Calgary maiket 
are a little lower than last week and 
receipts are inclined to be light. Choice 
heavy steers $6.50@$6.76; choice light 
$6.60@$6.75; good $6@$6.25; medium 
$5.&0@$6; common $3(©$4. The mar¬ 
ket for choice heifers is a little 
stronger on light receipts and prices 
are from $6<ffi$6.50, with an odd one 
or two making $6.76; good $5.26@$6.- 
50. The market for cows is about the 
same, choice ones $5@$5.25 with a 
few making a little gain over this 
mark; good $4.75@$5; medium $4@ 
$4.50; common $3@$3.50; canners 
$1.60@$2. Choice bulls aj-e not selling 
high. Of those that are sold about 
$1.76@$2 will take the tops, medium 
from $1.50@$2; canners from $1.25. 
The offerings of real choice veal calves 
were light and the tops were bringing 
from $6.50@$7, common kinds $3.60@ 
$5. Feeders, Stockers—Best feeders 
selling from $3.50@$4, stock steers $3 
.@$3.60, stock heifers $2@$2.85, stock 
cows $2@$2.60. 

Hogs Prices on the Calgary mar¬ 
ket held at $11 throughout the week, 
untill Wednesday, when quotations ad¬ 
vanced to $11.20 and $11.25, with 10 
per cent premium being paid for bac¬ 
on. 

Sheep—Receipts on the Calgary and 
Edmonton yards have been light dur¬ 
ing the past week, and are .hardly 
large enough to establish a market. 
It should not be long before some of 
the spring lambs are being offered. 

Grain—7'lie good rains that have' 
been so prevalent throughout the 
province during the past two weeks 
have been very beneficial and all the 
farmers are optimistic about the com¬ 
ing season. The market at Winnipeg 
has dropped 22c per bushel from the 
high point at the beginning of last 
week. Cutworms and hail cause some 
damage. 

Dairy Butter—No change has taken 
place in the prices quoted, but the 
markef is firmer, and a good supply is 
being shipped into the market. The 
spring work being done and better 
grazing conditions are the contribut¬ 
ing factors. Creamery Butter—The 
maiket is looking firmer, eastern con¬ 
ditions have improved, and the coast 
has to increase its bids. Good demand 
is coming front the United States, 
where the supply is not as large as 
was expected, and English buyers are 
also inquiring. Prices on carloads are 
now from 33%@34c. Cream—Re¬ 
ceipts are reported as increasing every 
week, and values have advanced 2c 
with the centralizers in this province. 
No change has taken place in the val¬ 
ues paid in Saskatchewan or Manito¬ 
ba as far as can be ascertained. But 
it is thought that their quotations will 
be going up so at compete with Alber¬ 
ta creameries. Prospects at present 
time are the best that they have been 
for a number of years. Cheese—The 
make in the country creameries is in¬ 
creasing, and the export demand is 
good, which makes the outlook very 
good and the market firm, although 
values are unchanged. 

Eggs—Receipts are reported by the 
dealers as being light, and quotations 
have advanced 4c per dozen during the 
week. Hardly any eggs in western 
Canada. Big holdings in the states 
and the east. It is the general belief 
of the buyers that this winter hen 
fruit is going to be high. A good de- 
>mand is existing at present due to cool 
weather; expect values to drop next 
month during warm weather. Poultry 
—Few broilers being marketed, but 
not many and prices are high.

CR0PJIEP0RT 

Rains which have been general 
throughout the entire province during 
the past two or three weeks have pro¬ 
duced crop conditions more favorable 
than the province has seen for ten 
years. At the present time, with the 
exception of districts where cutworms 
have been active, the condition of the- 
growing crpp may be said to be very- 
satisfactory, and indicative of a heavy 
yield. Since last report rains have 
visited almost every district in the 
province in varying amounts. In some 
districts the precipitation has been so 
heavy as to render the highways al¬ 
most impassable. In practically all 
districts a vigorous crop growth is be¬ 
ing witnessed, and in fact all plant 
growth is greater than has been seen 
for a number of years. The prospects 
may be said to be much better than at 
this time in 1923, because the satisfac¬ 
tory conditions are more general. The 
following reports of rain have been re¬ 
ceived, and these may be.taken as fair¬ 
ly indicative of the precipitation 
throughout the province. The reports 
cover for the most part the first two 
weeks of June. Raymond, 2.50 inch¬ 
es; Peace River good rains; Lacombe 
3 inches since May 27; Olds 1.79 inch¬ 
es in June to date; Youngstown 1.07 
inches in June; Vermilion 1.76 inches; 
Medicine Hat one to two inches within 
ten days; Vegreville 1.76 inches in 
June; Sedgewick 2 inches since last 
report; Lethbridge heavy rains in 
whole district. Further reports on 
acreage indicate that the general In¬ 
crease in wheat will be from 5 to 10 
per cent., while the coarser grains will 
also show a slight increase in corn and 
other fodder crops in the south. The 
new sugar beet crop in the Lethbridge 
territory is doing well. Several hail 
storms have occurred during the past 
week, but the damage is small this 
far. Cutworms have done consider¬ 
able damage in the east central dis¬ 
trict and Will be responsible for a 
smaller yield than otherwise would 
have been obtained. Grasshoppers 
have been active in the Peace River 
and Grande Prairie districts but are 
under control. 

SUMMERING BROOD SOWS 

The summering of brood sows is the 
easiest and least expensive feature of 
hog raising in the Canadian West. 
They thrive on grass pasture, find.suf¬ 
ficient shelter in a bluff or behind a 
building and are satisfied with water 
from a slough. They do not become 
fat but if the grass is fairly good will 
maintain flesh and remain healthy and 
strong. All this applies whether they 
are bred for fall litters or held oyer 
for only one litter per year. Sows at 
the Experimental Station, Rosthern, 
are bred to farrow in April and early 
May. The pigs are weaned about the 
middle of June and any sows that are 
thin from suckling the pigs are contin¬ 
ued on their regular ration for a coup¬ 
le of weeks and then turned out on a 
grass pasture. Sows that are in good 
flesh are turned out immediately the 
young pigs are weaned. They are pro¬ 
vided with shelter either in the form 
of a bluff or a building. Water must 
be available. A slough is satisfactory. 
Sometimes a slough dries up after the 
middle of the summer and it is not 
noticed and the sows suffer. If water 
has to be supplied it is well to make a 
wallow. A wallow is a means of cool¬ 
ing the sows in hot water and it is 
a protection against many insects. If 
the sows are not bred for fall litters 
they can remain on good grass pas¬ 
ture till the stubble is cleared after 
threshing in the fall. If they are bred 
for fall litters they should be feed a 
light grain ration for a few weeks be¬ 
fore farrowing. 

Marshall Joffre who was lately 
stricken with a heavy cold after being 
in ill-health for some time is reported 
to be now sinking fast and his condi¬ 
tion is very serious. He is 73 years 
old. , 

A total of 36 calves have been en¬ 
tered in the Lethbridge aalf club for 
the competition at the forthcoming 
Lethbridge Exhibition, the club being 
under the direction of M.L. Frcng, dis¬ 
trict agriculturist. The competition 
will be keen. 

Grain shipment figures for the port 
of Montreal point to another record 
season if the present traffic continues. 
Already the traffic figures exceed 
those of last year by about 40 per 
cent. Deliveries to date Are 32,353,407 
bushels and receipts 30,230,367 bush¬ 
els. Corresponding figures for last 
year are: Ijjliveries, 22,649,366 bush¬ 
els; receipts 24,851,123 bushels. 

It is anticipated that the total pro¬ 
duction of creamery butter in Alberta 
this year will reach 25,000,000 pounds 
giving an exportable surplus of some 
7,000,000 pounds. Last year'Alberta 
exported to Britain and other coun¬ 
tries over 4,000,000 lbs. ofbuttci, 
which was a little less than one-fifth 
of the total production. Four years 
ago the amount exported was about 
one million pounds. 

The drive for memberships for the 
dairy, livestock and poultry pools in 
the province is now under way. In 
this connection three co-operative 
marketing experts visited the province 
the past week in the persons of Wal¬ 
ton Peteef, general secretary of the 
national council of co-operatives of 
the United States; W. J. Park, and 
Mr. Mercer, general manager and sec¬ 
retary respectively of the Fraser Val¬ 
ley co-operative milk producers as¬ 
sociation. These men addressed meet¬ 
ings at various f>oints in the province. 
The drive for memberships in the three 
I ils is making good progress.

The 
great Historical Pageant will in itself 
be a wonderful demonstration of the 
quality of Alberta horses, as most of 
the floats in the parade (which will be 
five miles long) are to be drawn by 
four and six horse teams, and the far¬ 
mers of the Gleichen district, Tn pre¬ 
senting their thirty six hourse team 
hauling ten wagon loads of wheat, will 
demonstrate in a manner which all Al¬ 
berta residents will be prourrd of the 
class of horses produced in the Prov¬ 
ince.

P0LARFUGHT 

Roald Amundsen and Party Return 

Safely to Starting Point, but 
Failed in their Mission 

Captain Roald Amundsen and his 
five fellow explorers will have an en¬ 
thusiastic welcome when they arrive 
at Oslo, Norway, within the next few 
days, on their return from their peril¬ 
ous airplane expedition into the artic. 
Though tljey failed in their main ob<- 
ject, that of being the first to reach 
the North Pole by air, their exploit in 
flying to a point within 150 miles of 
their goal, their survival amid untold 
hardships,^ and their return to Spitz- 
bergen in their remaining plane are 
I regraded as forming a wonderful feat, 
shedding glory upon Norway as well 
as themselves. Published non-copy¬ 
right accounts of the flight say the 
fliers encountered a fog soon after 
starting from King’s Bay, Spitsbergen 
on May 21. Rising above the mist, 
they held to their coast for some 
hours until compelled to alight be¬ 
cause half their gasoline was exhaust¬ 
ed. Then, when it seemed they had 
found safety in a piece of open water 
where the seaplane alighted, they were 
suddenly confronted with catastrophe. 
The ice closed in, immovably jamming 
both machines. Without immediate 
means of transportation, stranded 
amidst a limitless waste of water and 
ice, with the greatest exertion they 
succeeded in dislodging one of the 
planes, although the effort cost 24 
days of exhausting work, during 
which their rations were rapidly dis¬ 
appearing and the prospects of a safe 
return seemed dwindling. 

Courage and perseverance won 
through and at length discarding all 
the equipment they could spare and 
with only enough gasoline and food 
to take them back—provided there 
was no further trouble—they entrust¬ 
ed themselves again in the air, head¬ 
ing for Spitzbergen. _ 

Once more the saying that fortune 
favors the brave, received justifica¬ 
tion. Over the miles of dreary ice 
fields, without a trace of land, the 
plane flew southward, sometimes en¬ 
countering the dreaded fog, but al¬ 
ways keeping on until the explorers 
were able to land safely on the shore 
of Northeast Land, part of the Spitz- 
bergen archipelago. Scarcely had the 
machine alighted when, almost as if 
by arrangement, the Norwegian seal¬ 
ing boat Sjoeliy hove into sight. The 
captain and crew of nine of the little 
12-ton cutter had heard the droning of 
the seaplane’s engine miles away, but 
supposed it belonged to the patrol ex¬ 
pedition to scan the wild coast for 
the missing explorers. The surprise 
and gratification of the hardy seamen 
when they discovered theip- mistake 
must have equalled that of the casta¬ 
ways, who thus saw salvation at hand. 
Captain Wollan speedily recognized] 
Capt. Amundsen, notwithstanding the j 
month’s growth of hair covering his I 
usually clean shaven face, and they ex¬ 
changed cordial greetings. The ex¬ 
plorers were s.oon aboard and welcom¬ 
ed With the utmost hospitality, al¬ 
though the sudden situation of six 
hungry men made big demands on the 
ships small larder and there was not 
much to eat and drink but seal beef, 
eggs and cider. 

A hauser was passed to the plane 
and the voyage to King’s Bay was be¬ 
gun as speedily as possible, Amund¬ 
sen being anxious to get there in time 
to forestall departure of the patrol 
expedition, which, he was told, was 
about to start out to seek him. There 
was a small mishap, the hawser broke. 
This repaired, the voyage began again 
but it was not destined that the sea¬ 
plane which had carried the members 
of the expedition through so much 
danger should accompany them to 
their destination. 

Continuing the story of the Amund¬ 
sen party rescue, the statement reads: 

The weather became rough and in 
or der to prevent damaging or losing 
the plane, the Sjoeliv took shelter in 
Lady Franklin’s Bay where the night 
was passed. The weather still being 
bad the following morning Amundsen 
decided to lay the plane ashore for fu¬ 
ture salvaging. This was done and the 
voyage continued without incident un¬ 
til King’s Bay was reached about an 
hour before the patrol expedition was 
due to start on its search. 

The onlookers assembled to watch 
the departure of theexpedition, saw 
the Sjoeliv approacTtfng, bht little sus¬ 
pected who was aboard, believing the 
vessel to be that chartered by press 
correspondents. Their astonishment 
and excitement was great when it was 
discovered that the cutter really bore 
Amundsen and his companions and 
| the watchers fell over one another in 
their rush to shake the hands of the 
returned voyagers, whose safety had 
been discussed with misgivings. 

The fullstory of the expedition’s 
adventures is still to be told, but the 
incident which has roused the great¬ 
est interest is the narrow escape from 
drowning of Dietrichsen and Omdahl, 
who while the members of the party 
were separated, fell into, an fissure 
Amundsen and Larsen heard their 
shouts for help and hastened to launch 
their canvas boat, but this proved im¬ 
possible because of the coating of 
sharp ice on the water which would 
have cut the canvas. Meanwhile Ells¬ 
worth came to the rescue of the im¬ 
perilled men and succeeded in hauling 
them to safety.
